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The  Annual  Report  of  the  Management 
Committee  of  the  Derbyshire  Hospital 
for  Women,  for  the  Year  1929. 


The  Management  Committee  beg  to  submit  their  Thirty- 
ninth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1929,  and  feel  confident  that  their  supporters  will  be  satisfied 
that  it  shows  a  highly  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

As  the  New  Hospital  was  only  opened  on  the  18th  May 
last,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  ascertain  what  the  annual 
working  expenses  will  be  in  future,  but  for  the  seven  months 
during  which  it  has  been  used,  the  income  and  expenditure 
compare  very  favourably.  It  must  be  remembered  that  in 
the  old  Hospital  there  were  26  beds  and  2  cots,  whereas  in 
the  new  Hospital  there  are  50  beds  and  4  cots  ;  consequently 
the  expenditure  has  been  considerably  heavier  than  last 
year,  being  £4,741  5s.  3d.,  as  against  £3,073  15s.  2d.,  an 

increase  of  £1,667  10s.  Id.  The  income,  however,  was 
£5,297  10s.  8d.,  as  against  £3,825  7s.  8d.,  an  increase  of 

£1,472  3s.  Od.  The  expenditure  includes  the  interest  on  the 
Bank  overdraft,  which  amounts  to  about  £700  a  year,  and 
the  payment  of  this  out  of  the  General  Account  leaves  all 
monies  received  on  behalf  of  the  Extension  Fund  to  be  applied 
in  reduction  of  the  overdraft.  The  Subscriptions  and  Dona¬ 
tions  show  an  increase  of  £682  0s.  0d.,  and  Fees  received  also 
show  an  increase  of  £779  10s.  4d.  In  addition,  the  value 

of  articles  given  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year  amounts  to 
about  £110  0s.  Od. 

The  number  of  In-patients  received  into  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  was  604,  as  compared  with  368  in  1928,  and 
the  number  of  Out-patients’  attendances  was  2,262,  as  against 
1,780  in  1928, 
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The  new  Hospital  was  formally  opened  by  His  Grace  the 
Duke  of  Devonshire,  K.G.,  on  the  12th  October  last,  when 
the  Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Derby  consecrated 
the  building.  An  account  of  the  opening  ceremony  (reprinted 
from  The  Derbyshire  Advertiser  by  kind  permission  of  the 
Editor)  appears  in  this  report.  There  was  a  most  gratifying- 
attendance  of  supporters  of  the  Hospital,  the  accommodation 
being  taxed  practically  to  its  utmost  limits,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  the  enlargement  of  the  Hospital  has  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  general  public  the  importance  of  the  institu¬ 
tion  far  more  effectively  than  anything  hitherto  attempted. 

The  Management  Committee  are  satisfied  that  they  have 
a  Hospital  which  is  a  credit  to  the  town  and  county,  and 
compares  favourably  with  other  institutions  of  a  similar 
nature.  Much  still  remains  to  be  done,  such  as  the  provision 
of  a  mortuary  and  the  equipment  of  the  X-ray  room  ;  but 
these  matters  are  receiving  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  will  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
funds  are  available. 

The  new  panel  system  of  central  heating,  with  oil  as  the 
generating  medium,  has  been  found  generally  satisfactory. 
For  a  time  the  noise  from  the  engines  and  electric  fans,  which 
permeated  nearly  the  whole  building,  was  found  rather  dis¬ 
turbing,  but  this  has  been  practically  cured  by  means  of 
asbestos  casing  and  silencers. 

The  sun  balconies  at  the  end  of  each  ward  have  proved 
to  be  a  great  boon,  and  to  contribute  considerably  to  the 
recovery  of  the  patients,  especially  in  the  puerperal  fever  cases. 
They  can  also  be  used  for  putting  up  extra  beds,  thereby 
relieving  the  wards  from  overcrowding. 

The  buildings  have  been  insured  against  damage  by  fire 
in  the  sum  of  £30,000  and  the  contents  for  £5,081  /  The 
boilers,  pumps,  lifts,  etc.,  are  insured  for  £3,890. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  in  consequence  of  the  increase  in 
the  size  of  the  Hospital,  the  Medical,  Nursing,  and  Domestic 
staffs  have  had  to  be  considerably  enlarged.  The  Medical 
staff  has  been  augmented  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Helen 
Blacklay,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  D.P.H.,  L.M.,  as  Resident  House 
Surgeon,  and  of  W.  Marshall  Dinwoodie,  Esq.,  M.B.,  Ch.B., 
and  Miss  Mary  H.  Elmitt,  M.B.,  B.S.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  as 
Honorary  Anaesthetists.  The  nursing  staff  now  consists  of 
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four  Sisters,  five  Staff  Nurses  and  ten  Probationers.  It 
may  be  here  mentioned  that  Probationers  (for  whom  there 
are  several  vacancies  every  year)  are  received  from  the  age 
of  18  to  20.  The  training  is  for  two  years,  after  which  a 
certificate  is  given.  Probationers  then  pass  on  to  a  General 
Hospital  for  further  training.  The  Committee  hope  that  at 
some  not  far  distant  date  the  Hospital  will  be  affiliated  to 
some  General  Hospital.  The  Nurses’  Home  contains  sitting 
rooms  and  recreation  rooms  with  a  wireless  installation  kindly 
given  by  Mrs.  Mortimer  Wilson.  There  are  also  two  hard 
tennis  courts  for  the  use  of  the  nurses,  towards  the  cost  of 
which  £300  was  defrayed  by  the  efforts  made  by  the  Matron, 
including  the  Garden  Fete  in  September,  which  realised  just 
over  £100. 

Quite  a  considerable  part  of  the  cost  of  furnishing  the 
Hospital  has  been  defrayed  by  kind  supporters,  The  British 
Celanese,  Ltd.,  the  Littleover  and  Old  Normanton  Committee, 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Grieve,  Dr.  Annie  Jackson,  Henry  Wood,  Esq., 
the  late  Giles  Austin,  Esq.,  Mrs.  Scott,  Mrs.  Webb,  Mrs. 
Mortimer  Wilson,  Mrs.  Henderson,  and  Miss  Rowney  being 
amongst  those  who  contributed.  Lieutenant- Colonel  G. 
Alfred  Lewis,  C.M.G.,  and  Mrs.  Lewis,  presented  an  upright 
grand  piano.  Other  presents  include  four  gas  stoves  by 
Mrs.  Bourne  Wheeler,  M.B.E.  and  Mrs.  Henderson ;  aHotlock 
Trolley  by  the  Countess  of  Harrington ;  a  bread  cutter  by  Lady 
Fitzherbert;  wireless  sets  by  the  Misses  Wood  (Uttoxeter); 
an  eliminator  by  Mr.  Peacock,  and  a  loud  speaker  by  Mrs. 
Kay.  Messrs.  Hulme  and  Sons,  Sadler  Gate,  Derby,  kindly 
installed  the  wireless  set  free  of  charge. 

The  six  private  wards  have  been  almost  entirely  furnished 
by  gifts  from  friends  of  the  Hospital. 

A  very  large  number  of  gifts  of  eggs,  fruit,  vegetables  and 
potatoes  have  been  received,  thus  considerably  reducing  the 
cost  of  maintenance.  The  Heanor  Potato  Committee  alone 
gave  potatoes  amounting  to  over  1|  tons  in  weight. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  extreme  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  new  and  increased  subscriptions  which  are  con¬ 
stantly  being  received,  and  of  the  wonderful  efforts  which 
continue  to  be  made  bv  members  of  Mothers’  Unions,  Women’s 
Institutes,  Welfare  Committees,  V/omen’s  Co-operative  Guilds 
and  Carnival  Committees.  As  the  result  of  concerts,  dances, 
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whist  drives,  fetes  and  flower  days,  a  large  amount  of  money 
is  continually  being  raised  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 
Flower  days  alone  during  last  summer  realised  £616  2s.  5d. 

Donations  to  the  Extension  Fund  during  the  year  amounted 
to  £2,988  15s.  5d.  Practically  the  whole  of  this  may  be 

attributed  to  the  work  of  the  Extension  Committee  and  its 
various  Sub-Committees  throughout  the  county.  No  praise 
can  be  too  great  for  all  those  unselfish  women  who  have  worked 
so  hard  to  endeavour  to  relieve  the  Hospital  from  debt  and  to 
further  the  prosperity  of  an  institution  which  exists  for  the 
relief  of  the  sufferings  of  their  own  sex. 

The  Derbyshire  Women’s  Hospital  League  still  continues 
to  prosper,  and  a  considerable  number  of  new  members  has 
been  enrolled. 

The  Linen  League  (of  which  Miss  Walkden,  of  14,  Highfield 
Road,  Derby,  is  the  Hon.  Secretary)  has  been  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  assistance  by  way  of  subscriptions, 
donations  and  gifts  of  linen,  etc.,  thereby  further  reducing 
the  cost  of  maintenance. 

A  large  number  of  people  have  collected  silver  and  tinfoil 
for  which  the  Committee  wish  to  express  their  grateful  thanks. 

Legacies  were  received  during  the  year  from  the  Executors 
of  the  late  Mrs.  E.  A.  Ash  win,  of  Redditch  (£50),  the  Executors 
of  the  late  Mr.  George  Brigden  (£100),  the  Executors  of  the 
late  Mr.  Joseph  Parker  (£5),  and  the  Executors  of  the  late 
Mr.  George  James  Dixon  (£90). 

The  Hospital  has  lost,  during  the  year,  a  very  valued  friend 
in  the  person  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mundy,  of  Markeaton  Hall,  who 
for  very  many  years  was  keenly  interested  in  the  Institution, 
and  rendered  it  at  all  times  most  generous  financial  assistance. 
In  its  early  days  the  continued  existence  of  the  Hospital  was 
only  made  possible  by  Mrs.  Mundy’s  generosity. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  Committee  record  the  death 
during  the  year  of  Mr.  Giles  Austin,  J.P.,  who  was  for  many 
years  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and,  as  such,  threw  his 
whole  heart  and  soul  into  the  scheme  for  a  larger  Hospital. 
His  indomitable  energy  and  keen  business  ability  was  greatly 
instrumental  in  forwarding  the  work  of  the  new  building,  and 
every  one  will  deplore  the  fact  that  he  was  not  spared  to  see 
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the  final  result  of  his  efforts.  He  will  be  remembered  as  one 
who,  by  his  courage  and  perseverance,  made  possible  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  a  work  which  at  one  time  it  seemed  as  though  it 
would  be  impossible  to  carry  through. 

Mrs.  Walter  Evans,  of  Darley  Abbey,  also  passed  away 
during  the  year.  She,  also,  in  times  gone  by,  rendered  con¬ 
siderable  financial  suppport  to  the  Hospital,  and  was  keenly 
interested  in  the  Institution. 

Miss  Fanny  Wilmot,  a  very  old  friend  of  the  Hospital,  and 
a  most  regular  member  of  the  Committee  and  visitor  of  the 
patients,  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Another  keen  worker  on  the  Management  Committee, 
namely,  Miss  McConnell,  who  was  the  representative  from  the 

L. M.  &  S.  Railway  Carriage  and  Wagon  Dept.,  passed  away 
during  the  year.  She  showed  great  ability  in  Committee,  and 
the  department  will  doubtless  feel  her  loss  as  their  representa¬ 
tive  very  keenly. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  Lieutenant-Colonel  G.  Alfred 
Lewis,  C.M.G.,  was  unanimously  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Management  Committee  in  the  place  of  the  late  Mr.  Giles 
Austin,  and  your  Committee  feel  that  they  and  the  supporters 
of  the  Hospital  can  congratulate  themselves  upon  having 
secured  the  services  of  so  capable  a  business  man  to  guide 
them  in  their  affairs.  Colonel  Lewis  has  during  the  past 
nine  months  shown  himself  to  be  immensely  interested  in  the 
Hospital  and  most  anxious  to  further  its  interests  in  every  way. 

It  is  also  a  source  of  much  gratification  that  W.  G.  Haslam, 
Esq.,  J.P.,  consented  to  be  Vice-Chairman.  His  experience 
admirably  fits  him  for  the  post  he  occupies. 

The  Committee  are  also  fortunate  in  having  added  to  their 
numbers  such  well  known  names  as  Captain  Cooper-Parry, 

M. C.,  E.  W.  Hampshire,  Esq.,  C.  B.  Marshall,  Esq.,  J.P., 
W.  White,  Esq.,  and  Mrs.  Bourne  Wheeler,  M.B.E. 

The  Committee  once  again  wish  to  place  on  record  their 
intense  appreciation  of  the  invaluable  services  rendered  to 
the  Hospital  by  the  Surgical  Staff,  the  Matron,  Assistant 
Matron  and  Nurses,  who  throughout  a  difficult  period 
(especially  during  the  removal  of  the  Hospital)  have  given 
of  then  best  in  every  way. 
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Heartiest  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Honorary  Chaplain 
(Rev.  J.  Burdett)  for  his  ministrations  to  the  patients  and  for 
conducting  the  services  in  the  wards  ;  to  Miss  V.  Rowney  for 
helping  at  the  services  ;  and  to  Miss  Grace  Roe  for  her  kind 
assistance  as  librarian. 


LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929. 


As  this  Act  comes  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1930,  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  consider  the  best  way  to  carry  out 
Clause  13  of  the  above  Act,  which  provides  that  County  and 
Borough  Councils  when  considering  provision  for  Hospital 
accommodation,  shall  arrange  with  Committees  who  will 
represent  both  the  Governing  Bodies  and  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staffs  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  who  provide 
service  for  the  County  or  County  Borough,  as  to  the 
probable  accommodation  required  and  the  purpose  for  which 
it  is  to  be  used. 

Meetings  have  been  held  to  appoint  Consultation  Committees 
in  the  County  Borough  of  Derby  and  in  the  County  of  Derby, 
at  which  representatives  of  Voluntary  Hospitals  were  present. 

At  the  meeting,  which  was  held  on  the  5th  July,  1929, 
in  the  Board  Room  of  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary,  twelve 
representatives  (six  lay  and  six  medical)  were  elected  to 
form  the  Borough  Committee. 

Your  Hospital  is  represented  on  the  Borough  Committee 
by  Mr.  C.  D.  Lochrane  and  Air.  W.  T.  Cocker  ;  and  on  the 
County  Borough  Committee,  by  Mr.  C.  D.  Lochrane. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  working  of  the  Act  will  help  rather 
than  limit  the  services  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  to  the 
community. 
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THE  OPENING 


OF  THE 

New  Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Women. 


The  opening  of  the  new  Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Women 
in  Friar  Gate,  Derby,  took  place  on  Saturday,  October  12th, 
1929,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  crowd  of  workers  and  sym¬ 
pathisers.  In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  Duchess  of 
Devonshire,  who  had  not  sufficiently  recovered  from  her 
recent  accident  to  be  able  to  be  present,  the  ceremony  was 
performed  by  the  Duke  of  Devonshire. 

The  full  history  of  the  Hospital,  which  began  its  career  of 
usefulness  in  Bridge  Street,  is  contained  in  an  illustrated 
souvenir  published  to  mark  the  important  development 
represented  by  the  opening  of  the  new  buildings.  The  Derby¬ 
shire  Hospital  for  Women  was  founded  in  1891  to  meet  the 
needs  of  women  who,  while  not  able  to  pay  high  fees,  were 
willing  to  contribute  something  towards  the  cost  of  their 
medical  and  surgical  attendance  and  maintenance.  It  began 
as  an  establishment  of  four  beds  in  the  small  house,  20,  Bridge 
Street,  and  the  work  was  carried  on  under  most  extraordinary 
difficulties  by  the  late  Dr.  T.  Henderson  Pounds-,  with  Dr. 
C.  W.  C.  Fletcher  and  the  late  Dr.  W.  Goodall  Copestake. 
The  devoted  work  of  these  men  was  loyally  supported  by  the 
late  Miss  Emily  Newton,  Miss  F.  Wilmot,  and  the  Misses 
Goodall  Copestake,  and  admissions  to  the  Hospital  rose  from 
34  in  the  first  year  to  three  times  that  number  ten  years  later. 

In  that  first  decade  the  increase  in  work  made  it  necessary 
to  enlarge  the  accommodation  and  equip  a  new  operating 
theatre,  while  in  1895  six  more  beds  were  added.  As  the 
annual  income  was  then  only  £400  to  £500,  it  was  only  possible 
to  make  this  progressive  step  through  the  munificence  of  such 
good  friends  as  the  late  Mrs.  Mundy,  of  Markeaton,  and  Mrs. 
Walter  Evans,  of  Darley  Abbey,  who,  by  further  generous 
gifts  in  later  years,  placed  the  Institution  under  a  perjoetual 
debt  of  gratitude. 
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The  lamented  death  of  Dr.  Pounds,  in  1904,  raised  the  fear 
that  the  Institution  would  have  difficulty  in  carrying  on,  but 
the  energy,  genius,  and  whole-souled  devotion  of  the  late  Dr. 
Frank  J.  Lochrane  increased  the  scope  of  the  Hospital’s  work, 
and  its  popularity  extended  till  it  became  necessary  in  eighteen 
months  to  double  the  accommodation  by  adding  a  further 
ward  with  ten  beds.  Again  the  extensions  were  made  pos¬ 
sible  largely  through  the  continued  generosity  of  Mrs.  Mundy, 
who  not  only  purchased  and  presented  the  additional  site, 
but  met  the  bulk  of  the  building  costs.  Mrs.  Walter  Evans, 
the  late  Mrs.  W.  G.  Copestake,  and  Miss  Theresa  Moseley  also 
helped  considerably. 


Brilliant  Work. 

Under  the  influence  of  the  brilliant  and  self-sacrificing  work 
of  the  late  Dr.  Lochrane  and  his  colleagues,  the  devoted  nurs¬ 
ing  skill  and  powers  of  organisation  and  management  of  Miss 
A.  M.  Thomas  and  her  capable  nursing  staff,  and  the  constant 
encouragement  and  financial  help  of  good  friends,  the  repute 
and  pojjularity  of  the  Hospital  had  by  this  time  been  thoroughly 
established,  so  that  its  record  since  had  been  one  of  continued 
progress. 

In  1919  a  further  enlargement  of  the  buildings  was  made 
possible  by  Mrs.  Mundy’ s  generosity,  and  the  beds  were  in¬ 
creased  in  number  to  26.  Still  the  growth  of  the  Institution 
did  not  keep  pace  with  the  needs,  and  ever-increasing  waiting 
lists  forced  the  realisation  that  the  then  present  site  could 
not  be  adapted  to  cope  with  demands  on  accommodation. 
Consequently  the  Committee  of  Management  began  to  search 
for  a  house  which  could  be  adapted  to  Hospital  purposes,  or 
for  a  site  adequate  in  extent  for  the  erection  of  a  new  building. 
Quite  a  number  of  properties  were  viewed,  and  ultimately,  in 
August,  1924,  it  was  decided  to  acquire  the  residence  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Wheeldon,  in  Friar  Gate,  with  a  large  garden  attached 
and  also  a  valuable  piece  of  open  ground  on  the  east  side  of 
Larges  Street,  which  it  was  thought  might  be  utilised  as  a 
recreation  ground  for  the  nurses,  and  which  in  any  case  would 
form  a  valuable  “  breathing  space.” 

Steps  were  taken  to  prepare  plans  for  a  new  and  up-to-date 
building,  thoroughly  equipped  with  every  modern  appliance 
for  carrying  on  the  work.  It  was  decided  to  erect  a  Hospital 
for  thirty  beds  in  the  first  instance,  which  might  ultimately 
be  extended  to  provide  for  52  beds,  but  in  view  of  future 
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extension  the  Committee  were  advised  that  the  whole  of  the 
administration  department  should  be  built  at  once,  this  in¬ 
curring  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  total  expenditure. 

The  New  Hospital. 

The  scheme  provided  for  the  following  accommodation  : — 
General  wards  for  thirty-two  patients,  six  single  and  one 
double-bedded  private  wards,  a  recovery  ward  adjoining  the 
operating  theatre  for  four  beds,  a  maternity  ward  for  abnormal 
cases  for  four  beds,  an  isolation  block  for  four  beds  entirely 
detached  from  the  main  building,  mortuary  chapel  with  post¬ 
mortem  room  adjoining. 

Provision  was  made  for  seven  sun  balconies,  all  facing 
south,  enabling  at  least  twenty  of  the  patients  to  lie  out  of 
doors  at  the  same  time.  The  whole  of  the  above  wards  are 
served  by  an  ample  corridor,  9  feet  in  width,  running  practic¬ 
ally  the  whole  length  of  the  building.  The  main  entrance  is 
from  Larges  Street,  and  the  wards  are  all  situated  as  far  away 
as  possible  from  Friar  Gate,  thus  ensuring  quiet  for  the  patients. 
The  entrance  to  the  building  is  from  a  semi- quadrangle,  having 
the  matron’s  office  and  residence  on  the  right  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  room  on  the  left.  A  secretary's  office  is  provided. 
Leading  off  from  the  corridor  and  on  the  north  side  is  the 
operating  theatre.  This  is  of  ample  size  and  is  brilliantly 
lighted  with  a  steel  casement  filled  with  plate  glass.  Adjoining 
is  the  anaesthetising  room  and  necessary  wash  up,  all  fitted 
with  the  latest  sanitary  appliances. 

Immediately  to  the  rear  of  the  operating  theatre  is  a  small 
X-Ray  department  for  X-Ray  examination,  and  the  operating 
theatres  are  being  increasingly  used  to  supplement  one  another. 
The  recovery  ward  is  close  at  hand,  so  that  patients,  after  an 
operation,  can  be  taken  direct  without  passing  along  the  main 
corridor.  An  excellent  labour  room  and  clinic,  together  with 
the  necessary  duty  rooms,  bath-rooms  and  sink  rooms  are 
conveniently  situated  to  serve  the  wards.  The  out-patients 
department  is  ajiproached  by  a  separate  entrance  from  Larges 
Street,  and  is  self-contained. 

All  the  above  accommodation  is  provided  upon  the  ground 
floor,  thus  eliminating  the  expense  of  bed  lifts  and  affording  a 
mimimum  of  labour  and  a  maximum  of  convenience.  The 
administration  department  is  a  two-storey  building,  and  all 
the  purely  administrative  work  is  done  on  the  first  floor. 
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The  old  house  has  been  retained  and  altered  and  made 
into  a  Nurses’  Home,  which  provides  sixteen  bedrooms  for 
nurses,  with  a  large  recreation  room  and  two  sitting-rooms. 
The  roof  has  been  taken  off  and  raised  in  order  to  improve 
the  rooms  on  the  top  floor,  as  the  committee  were  most  anxious 
that  the  accommodation  for  the  staff  should  be  of  the  best. 
Quiet  rooms  are  arranged  for  the  night  nurses  who  will  be 
sleeping  in  the  day-time. 

Domestic  Arrangements. 

On  the  first  floor  of  the  new  building  and  over  the  entrance 
block  are  the  kitchen,  scullery  and  larders,  all  of  which  have 
ample  cross  ventilation  as  well  as  high  ceilings  and  roof  lights. 
Adjoining  the  kitchen,  but  almost  in  the  centre  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  is  a  large  servery,  which  is  fitted  up  with  heated  carving 
tables  and  urns  to  afford  a  constant  supply  of  boiling  water. 
Here  the  meals  are  prepared  and  placed  in  heated  food  wagons, 
which  descend  by  an  electric  lift  and  are  taken  direct  to  the 
patients. 

On  the  first  floor  of  the  main  block  are  the  Resident  Medical 
Officer’s  self-contained  flat,  the  nurses’  dining-rooms  and  the 
servants’  hall,  all  of  which  face  south. 

Most  of  the  washing  of  the  Institution  is  sent  out,  but  a 
small  laundry  with  drying  closet  for  the  use  of  the  staff  has 
been  considered  advisable.  This  has  access  to  a  drying  space 
on  the  flat  roof  at  the  rear,  and  is  placed  over  the  duty  and 
bath  rooms,  and  not  above  any  of  the  patients’  wards.  The 
sleeping  accommodation  for  the  maids  is  over  the  out-patients’ 
departments,  and  is  self-contained.  The  heating  of  the  build¬ 
ing  has  received  very  careful  attention,  and  after  exhaustive 
enquiries  it  was  decided  to  adopt  the  panel  system  which  is 
being  used  by  most  of  the  leading  architects  of  the  country, 
and  is  fast  replacing  the  old  pipe  and  radiator  systems.  This 
method  absolutely  eliminates  dust,  is  more  easily  regulated, 
is  far  more  hygienic,  and  though  rather  more  expensive  in  the 
first  instance,  is  more  economical  in  running,  which  is  a  great 
consideration.  The  cooking  will  be  done  by  gas  and  steam. 

Strict  economy  has  been  exercised  consistent  with  efficiency. 
The  cordial  sympathy  and  advice  of  the  Doctor  and  Matron 
were  of  the  greatest  help  in  the  preparation  of  the  scheme. 
The  total  cost  of  the  land,  building,  furnishing  and  equipment 
has  been  £42,700, 
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Mr.  C.  D.  Lochrane  became  associated  with  the  Hospital 
in  1907,  and  was  joined  by  Mr.  J.  O.  Grieve  in  1908,  and  by 
Dr.  Annie  Jackson,  whose  services  have  been  invaluable,  in 

1911. 

Opening  Ceremony. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Management  Committee,  Lieut. -Col. 
G.  Alfred  Lewis,  C.M.G.,  presided  over  the  opening  ceremony, 
and,  in  addition  to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  there  were  present 
the  Countess  of  Harrington,  the  Bishop  of  Derby  (Rev.  E. 
Courtenay  Pearce),  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of  Derby  (Coun¬ 
cillor  and  Mrs.  J.  Ferguson  Bell),  Mr.  G.  Hanson  Sale  (repre¬ 
senting  the  architects,  Messrs.  Naylor,  Sale  and  Woore),  the 
Rev.  H.  J.  Burdett  (St.  John’s),  Mrs.  Bourne  Wheeler,  Miss 
Pounds  (daughter  of  the  late  Dr.  Henderson  Pounds),  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Soller,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Geo.  P.  Eddowes,  Mr.  C.  B.  Marshall 
and  Mrs.  Marshall,  Alderman  J.  H.  H.  Grant  and  Mrs.  Grant, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cooper-Parry,  Mr.  H.  T.  Ann,  Mr.  W.  G.  Haslam, 
Miss  Walkden,  Mrs.  Woolley  and  Mr.  Webb,  Rev.  R.  A.  Pratt 
and  Mrs.  Pratt,  Mrs.  Richards,  Mrs.  Street,  Mrs.  Drury-Lowe, 
Mrs.  Mortimer  Wilson,  Dr.  A.  Jackson,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  D. 
Lochrane,  Mrs.  Forster,  Miss  Edmonds,  Mrs.  S.  J.  Smith,  Mrs. 
Criegan,  Mrs.  Carter,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Clarke-Maxwell,  Mrs. 
Sacheverel  Coke,  Mrs.  Woods  (Burton),  Miss  A.  M.  Thomas 
(matron),  Sister  Hadley  (assistant  matron),  Mr.  W.  T.  Cocker 
(secretary),  and  many  others. 

The  choir  of  St.  John’s  Church,  under  Mr.  Harold  Oldfield, 
led  the  singing. 

Microphones  and  amplifiers  were  used  to  broadcast  the 
speeches,  and  by  means  of  this  installation  the  patients  in 
the  various  wards  were  able  to  "  listen-in." 

Col.  Lewis  said  it  was  with  very  mixed  feelings  he  occupied 
the  position  of  chairman  of  the  gathering  because  of  the  death 
of  a  very  great  supporter  and  friend  of  the  Hospital.  He 
referred  to  the  late  Mr.  Giles  Austin,  whose  death  had  been  a 
loss  not  only  to  the  Women’s  Hospital,  but  to  the  whole 
town  of  Derby.  He  (Col.  Lewis)  also  could  not  refrain  from 
mentioning  the  death  of  another  generous  supporter — Mrs. 
Mundy.  If  it  had  not  been  for  the  generosity  and  continued 
support  of  Mrs.  Mundy,  the  Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Women 
might  never  have  existed  at  all.  They  owed  her  a  very  great 
debt  of  gratitude.  Col.  Lewis  proceeded  to  refer  to  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Institution,  and  mentioned  that  they  were  not  yet 
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out  of  debt  on  the  new  building.  He  had  heard  it  said,  how¬ 
ever,  that  no  philanthropic  institution  could  be  satisfactory 
and  out  of  debt  at  the  same  time.  The  Women’s  Hospital 
had  many  generous  friends,  and  they  hoped  to  wipe  off  the 
outstanding  £15,000  very  soon.  Derby  had  other  hospitals, 
but  the  Women’s  Hospital  existed  for  a  special  purpose,  and 
it  was  now  in  a  position  to  rank  with  the  big  institutions  of 
the  town.  It  was  a  public  institution,  managed  by  a  public 
committee  and  staffed  by  a  honorary  medical  staff  who  gave 
their  services.  They  now  had  a  resident  surgeon,  and  he 
(Col.  Lewis)  thought  that  the  hospital  could  rightly  claim  to 
have  reached  the  position  of  one  of  the  best  institutions  in  the 
country.  Going  on  to  speak  of  the  recreation  of  the  nursing 
staff,  the  chairman  mentioned  the  piece  of  land  opposite  the 
new  Hospital,  which  was  to  provide  two  tennis  courts  and  a 
garden,  and  said  that  he  trusted  that  this  would  enable  the 
nurses  to  spend  their  leisure  hours  pleasantly  and  beneficially. 
The  matron  had  herself  been  responsible  for  the  cost  of  the 
ground.  (Applause.)  The  thanks  of  everyone  concerned 
were  due  to  the  medical  staff,  the  matron  (who  had  been  with 
them  for  26  years),  and  the  nursing  staff.  The  matron  had 
given  them  a  life-time  of  devoted  interest,  and  he  did  not 
know  what  they  would  do  without  her.  They  must  not  forget 
the  work  of  the  Women’s  Extension  Committee,  who  had 
obtained  support  from  almost  everyone  in  the  county.  Wel¬ 
coming  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  Col.  Lewis  said  no  member 
of  the  Cavendish  family  had  ever  let  Derby  or  Derbyshire 
down,  and  though  they  were  disappointed  that  the  Duchess 
could  not  be  with  them,  they  were  delighted  to  see  the  Duke. 
(Applause.) 

Presentation  of  Key. 

On  behalf  of  the  architects,  Messrs.  Naylor,  Sale  and  Woore, 
Mr.  G.  Hanson  Sale  presented  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  with  a 
silver  and  enamel  key  bearing  the  arms  of  the  county  on  one 
side  and  the  ducal  arms  on  the  reverse.  Mr.  Sale  gave  par¬ 
ticulars  of  the  building  about  to  be  opened,  and  said  the 
necessary  extension  to  accommodate  80  beds  could  be  made 
without  any  alteration  of  the  administration  department.  It 
would  not  be  a  costly  matter.  Something  like  £5,000  would 
be  required — about  £700  per  bed.  The  committee  hoped 
that  those  who  helped  to  raise  the  money  for  the  new  Hospital 
would  feel  that  the  work  of  alteration  and  addition  had  been 
economically  carried  out.  The  Hospital  was  as  complete  as 
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it  was  possible  to  make  it,  but  they  required  an  X-Ray  appara¬ 
tus,  which  would  cost  £400.  They  also  required  an  isolation 
ward,  which  would  cost  £1,000.  He  commended  these  things 
to  anyone  who  wished  to  do  something  to  help  the  Hospital. 
They  were  things  which  were  worth  doing,  and  would  save 
life. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Cocker  announced  that  he  had  received  over 
£100  from  the  different  committees  which  had  made  special 
efforts  for  the  opening.  The  sum  of  £40  had  been  raised  in 
Swadlincote  the  previous  Saturday,  although  it  was  a  wet  day. 
The  Ripley  committee  had  handed  over  £50,  the  Derby  com¬ 
mittee  £40,  Ilkeston  £30,  and  Melbourne  10  guineas.  A  lady 
who  had  been  a  patient  in  the  hospital  had  sent  £25. 

The  Duke  of  Devonshire  then  unlocked  the  door,  and  the 
building  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  of  Derby. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  was  proposed 
by  the  Countess  of  Harrington,  who  said  it  was  very  good  to 
know  that  the  Duke  and  Duchess  were  taking  such  an  interest 
in  the  Hospital. 

The  Mayor  of  Derby  seconded,  and  said  the  Duke  had 
occupied  the  highest  offices  of  the  Empire.  Although  he  was 
a  busy  man,  he  was  never  too  busy  to  help  on  good  works  in 
Derby  and  county. 

The  vote  was  unanimously  accorded. 

The  Duke  Replies. 

The  Duke,  in  reply,  said  how  disappointed  the  Duchess 
was  at  not  being  able  to  be  present.  She  was  making  good 
progress,  and  hoped  that  she  would  soon  be  able  to  use  her 
foot  so  that  she  could  visit  the  hospital.  It  was  a  work  which 
appealed  to  her,  and  she  was  anxious  to  see  what  they  had 
accomplished.  Referring  to  the  souvenir,  the  Duke  said  he 
was  reading  a  very  sensational  novel  when  his  copy  reached 
him.  He  took  up  the  souvenir  and  became  absorbed  in  it, 
finding  it  far  more  interesting  and  useful  than  the  most  exciting 
novel.  From  a  very  small  beginning  the  Hospital  had  risen 
step  by  step  until  it  developed  into  the  magnificent  building 
they  saw  that  day.  He  congratulated  all  who  had  been 
responsible  for  the  latest  developments.  The  relief  of  suffer¬ 
ing  was  one  of  the  greatest  causes  that  could  appeal  to  anyone, 
and  the  Women's  Hospital  had  already  accomplished  much  in 
that  direction.  No  doubt  many  were  very  grateful  for  what 


is 


they  had  received  there.  The  work  had  been  made  possible 
by  generous  assistance  in  the  past,  and  he  was  confident  that 
when  further  extension  was  needed  the  people  of  Derby  and 
county  would  come  forward  to  their  aid.  He  himself  had  often 
made  appeals  to  the  people  of  Derbyshire,  and  they  had  never 
let  him  down.  He  assured  them  that  he  would  never  let 
them  down.  (Applause.)  The  new  Hospital  would  be  of  real 
value  for  years  and  years  to  come. 

Mrs.  Wood,  chairman  of  the  Women’s  Extension  Com¬ 
mittee,  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Bishop,  clergy  and 
choir,  remarking  that  they  represented  the  outward  and  visible 
sign  of  the  inner  spirit  of  the  Hospital. 

Mrs.  Bourne  Wheeler  seconded,  and  the  motion  was 
carried. 

The  Bishop,  in  reply,  said  they,  as  mere  men,  were  filled 
with  envy  and  the  realisation  that  they  could  never  be  allowed 
to  become  patients  at  that  Hospital. 

Following  the  opening  ceremony,  the  Bishop  of  Derby, 
the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  Lieut. -Col.  Lewis,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Soller  proceeded  to  Ward  1,  where  the  Celanese  bed  was 
dedicated  by  the  Bishop,  and  a  brass  tablet  unveiled  by  Mrs. 
Soller  on  behalf  of  the  employees  who  endowed  the  bed  with 
a  gift  of  £1,000.  Representatives  of  the  employees  were 
present. 

In  the  board-room,  Miss  Austin  unveiled  a  portrait  of  her 
father,  Mr.  Giles  Austin,  who  was  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Management  from  1917  until  March,  1929. 

Col.  Lewis  entertained  the  guests  to  tea,  and  the  Hospital 
was  thrown  open  for  inspection. 

All  the  wards  were  decorated  with  chrysanthemums,  given 
by  friends.  Flowers  and  plants  on  the  platform  were  lent  by 
Mrs.  Drury-Lowe,  of  Locko  Park.  The  system  of  amplifiers 
had  been  voluntarily  installed  by  Messrs.  Hulme  and  Son, 
Derby. 

Special  appeals  and  collections  amounted  to  over  £300.

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Surgical  Report  for  1929. 


The  Surgical  Staff  report  that  604  In-Patients  have  been 
treated  during  1929.  This  is  again  a  record  in  the  history 
of  the  Hospital,  and  is,  of  course,  largely  accounted  for  by 
the  increased  accommodation  available  in  the  new  Hospital. 
It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  for  the  first  five  months  of 
the  year  the  work  was  carried  on  in  the  old  building.  The 
Out-Patients’  attendances  show  : — 


Anaesthesia  has  been  induced  on  437  occasions.  There 
have  been  no  anaesthetic  fatalities. 

Two  Infant  and  nine  Adult  deaths  have  occurred  in  the 
Hospital  during  the  year. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Staff  again  desire  to  express  their 
keen  appreciation  of  the  devoted  service  given  to  the  Institu¬ 
tion  and  its  inmates  by  the  Matron,  Assistant  Matron,  and 
Nursing  Staff.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MATERNITY  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Maternity  Service  of  the  Derbyshire  Hospital  for 
Women  only  undertakes  abnormal  midwifery.  Cases  are 
admitted  as  emergencies,  or  through  the  Ante-Natal  Out- 
Patient  Department,  either,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
patient’s  own  doctor,  or  on  that  of  the  Public  Health  Authority. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  normal  cases  are  not  accepted 
by  the  Institution,  it  has  been  impossible  to  satisfactorily 
classify  cases  as  “  Booked  ”  and  “  Emergency,”  nor  has  it 
been  possible  to  give  percentage  figures  and  tables  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  Section  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynaecology  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine,  except 
in  a  few  cases.  Despite  the  paucity  of  tables,  full  details  in 
regard  to  treatment  and  results  of  the  various  types  of  cases 
dealt  with  will  be  found  in  the  letterpress.  As  far  as  possible, 
such  information  is  given  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions 
of  the  above-mentioned  Committee.

CONTRACTED  PELVIS. 

Including  Relative  Disproportion  between  the  Pelvis 
and  Foetal  head,  18  cases  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  One  baby  was  still 
born,  the  result  of  Craniotomy — -a  mortality  rate  of  5.6%.

Of  the  41  cases  delivered,  the  temperature  reached

CARDIAC  DISEASE. 

Two  cases  of  cardiac  disease  were  admitted,  in  one  of 
which  delivery  was  spontaneous.  In  the  other,  low  forceps 
were  applied. 

CRANIOTOMY. 

This  patient,  pregnant  for  the  second  time,  gave  a  history 
of  a  very  difficult  confinement  13  years  previously.  Labour 
had  been  in  progress  60  hours  and  the  membranes  ruptured 
48  hours.  Maternal  pulse  rate  and  foetal  heart  were  both 
good.  The  conjugata  vera  was  2f",  and  a  foul  vaginal  dis¬ 
charge  was  present.  In  view  of  the  duration  of  labour,  with 
ruptured  membranes  and  the  foul  vaginal  discharge,  it  was 
not  considered  advisable  to  do  a  Caesarean  section.  Tenta¬ 
tive  forceps  were  applied,  but,  having  failed,  a  craniotomy 
was  performed. 

FORCEPS. 

Forceps  were  applied  on  seven  occasions,  the  indications 
being  disproportion  in  five  cases  and  heart  disease  in  two 
cases.  There  were  no  still-births. 

APPENDICITIS  WITH  PREGNANCY. 

This  patient,  a  primipara  pregnant  about  seven  months, 
gave  a  history  of  repeated  vomiting  33  hours  previous  to 
admission.  Three  hours  later  this  was  followed  by  pain, 
beginning  in  the  umbilical  region,  but  soon  becoming  general¬ 
ised.  The  abdominal  tenderness  was  most  marked  over  the 
Uterus  and  the  differential  diagnosis  rested  between  appen¬ 
dicitis  and  a  concealed  accidental  haemorrhage. 

On  opening  the  abdomen,  a  collection  of  pus  was  found 
on  the  right  side,  with  a  gangrenous  retro-caecal  appendix, 
which  was  removed  with  considerable  difficulty.  Convales¬ 
cence  was  uneventful,  and  two  months  later  she  was  delivered 
per  vias  naturales.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Extension  Committee. 


1929  will  ever  stand  out  in  the  annals  of  the  Extension 
Committee,  especially  Saturday,  October  12th,  when  the 
crowning  event  took  place  by  the  Official  Opening  and  Dedi¬ 
cation  of  the  New  Hospital. 


To  many  who  were  present  at  this  opening  ceremony,  it 
was  the  consummation  of  their  hopes  and  efforts  over  and 
after  many  difficulties.  A  Palace  of  Healing  had  been  erected, 
and  in  its  consecration  they  had  taken  part.  With  this  came 
joy,  for  a  great  day  had  dawned  for  Suffering  Humanity. 
With  all  fulness  and  gratitude  the  Officers  and  members  of  the 
Extension  Committee  can  feel  a  spirit  of  satisfaction,  at  this 
result  of  many  hours  spent  in  gathering  together  that  which 
made  possible  the  Hospital  being  erected. 


So  1929  is  a  Red  Letter  year  in  the  history  of  the  Extension 
Committee,  success  has  been  the  reward  for  work,  and  more 
interest  in  the  Hospital  has  been  aroused  by  the  earnest 
efforts  of  the  Committee. 


During  the  year  New  Committees  have  been  formed  in 
Denby,  Heanor  and  Little  Eaton.  Since  their  formation  splen¬ 
did  work  has  been  accomplished,  giving  every  satisfaction  to 
their  fellow  workers  on  the  Extension  Committee.  To  Mrs. 
Laing,  Mrs.  Shipley  and  Mrs.  Eley,  the  respective  secretaries 
of  the  New  Committees,  with  their  officers  and  members,  all 
credit  is  due,  for  a  greater  interest  has  been  aroused  in  the 
new  areas  opened. 
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The  past  year  has  been  a  memorable  one  in  connection  with 
all  Committees  in  the  efforts  made,  particularly  on  the  opening 
day  of  the  Hospital.  Numberless  events  have  taken  place, 
Whist  Drives,  Dances,  Concerts,  Draws,  Rummage  Sales, 
Fetes,  Sales  of  Work,  Flower  Days,  etc.,  have  all  intensified 
the  work  for  the  Hospital  and  brought  a  host  of  new  friends 
to  take  an  interest  in  the  Hospital. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Flower  Days  held  by  the 
Committee  have  proved  a  success,  over  £600  Os.  Od.  having- 
been  passed  into  the  Extension  Fund,  this  would  have  been 
considerably  increased  but  for  bad  weather  at  Ashbourne  and 
Swadlincote  on  their  Flower  Days.  Grateful  thanks  are 
accorded  to  the  Officers,  members  and  friends  of  Committees 
for  their  self-denial  on  these  occasions.  Thanks  are  also 
accorded  to  the  Authorities  (Civil  and  Police)  for  their  kindly 
assistance  at  all  times. 

The  Hospital  League  is  slowly,  yet  surely,  increasing  in 
membership,  in  so  doing  materially  helping  the  finances  of  the 
Hospital  at  the  same  time  creating  a  deeper  feeling  for 
Humanity. 

Throughout  the  year  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Extension 
Committee  have  been  well  attended,  representatives  taking  a 
keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital,  one  regret  being 
that  through  the  serious  illness  of  the  chairman  (Mrs.  E.  0. 
Wood,  Burton-on-Trent)  she  has  not  been  able  to  attend  the 
meetings.  Now  recovered,  Mrs.  Wood  has  been  welcomed 
back,  with  hopes  of  a  complete  recovery.  Mrs.  Street  (Ripley) 
kindly  undertook  the  duties  of  chairman  in  the  absence  of 
Mrs.  Wood. 

In  many  areas  industry  has  not  been  of  the  best,  yet  amidst 
this  and  other  circumstances,  remarkable  has  been  the  result 
of  efforts  made  for  the  Hosjntal. 

During  1930  it  is  hoped  the  number  of  Committees  will  be 
increased,  already  at  Stanley  and  Somercotes  the  movement 
is  being  made. 

In  conclusion  it  will  be  as  well  to  draw  attention  to  the 
Bazaar  to  be  held  in  the  Royal  Drill  Hall,  Derby,  December 
11th,  12th,  13th,  1930,  when  it  is  hoped  a  record  will  be 
created  both  in  interest  and  finance.

GENERAL  RULES. 


1.  The  objects  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  the  treatment  of 
women  suffering  from  Diseases  peculiar  to  their  sex. 

2.  The  Hospital  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee  of  not 
less  than  ten  ladies,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General 
Meeting.  The  Secretary,  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Honorary 
Medical  Officers  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee. 

3.  The  Committee  shall  meet  monthly,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  they  shall  think  fit,  to  transact  any  business  of  the 
Hospital  that  may  rise,  three  to  form  a  quorum  ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies,  elect  Officers,  and  make  any 
arrangements  of  the  Hospital.  They  shall  also  have  power 
to  divide  themselves  into  Sub -Committees  for  special  pur¬ 
poses. 

4.  All  Medical  Officers  shall  be  legally  qualified. 

5.  All  annual  subscriptions  shall  be  considered  due  in 
advance  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in  each  year.  Annual 
Subscribers  of  10s.  and  upwards  shall  be  Governors,  and 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  and  all 
donors  of  £5  shall  be  Life  Governors. 

6.  The  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  three 
Trustees,  to  be  chosen  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

7.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Subscribers  and  Donors  to  the  Hospital  at  such  time  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Committee  (as  soon  after  the  1st  day  of 
January  as  may  be  convenient)  to  receive  the  reports  of  the 
Medical  Officers  and  the  Committee,  and  to  pass  the  Accounts. 
A  Special  Meeting  may  be  called  by  the  Committee  at  any 
time  by  giving  seven  days’  notice,  and  stating  the  objects 
of  the  Meeting.  To  be  opened  with  prayer. 

8.  No  rule  shall  be  made  or  altered  except  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  or  a  Special  Meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 

9.  Duties  of  the  Medical  Officers  : — 

To  attend  to  the  In-patients  while  under  their  care 
in  the  Hospital  and  to  Out-patients  on  the  days 
mentioned. 
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RULES  FOR  IN-PATIENTS. 


1.  Each  In-patient  who  enters  the  Hospital  without  a 
Recommendation  is  required  to  pay,  in  advance,  the  sum  of 
£1  5s.  Od.  per  week. 

2.  Each  In-patient  who  enters  the  Hospital  with  a 
Recommendation  is  required  to  pay,  in  advance,  the  sum  of 
12s.  Od.  per  week. 

3.  A  Subscription  of  £2  2.  Od.  per  annum  entitles  the 

Subscriber  to  recommend  one  In-patient  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  weeks. 

4.  A  Subscription  of  £1  Is.  Od.  per  annum  entitles  the 
Subscriber  to  recommend  one  In-patient  for  a  period  of  not 
more  than  one  week. 

5.  The  above,  sums  provide  not  only  for  board  and 
lodging,  but  also  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  Hospital, 
including  medical  attendance,  medicine,  nursing,  coal,  light, 
rates,  taxes,  etc. 

6.  Eor  a  Private  Ward  a  fee  of  3|  guineas  weekly  is 
charged.  This  extra  fee  is  charged  for  privacy  only,  the  diet 
and  nursing  being  precisely  the  same  as  in  the  general  wards. 

7.  Any  complaint  should  be  made  in  writing  addressed  to 
the  Chairman  of  Committee. 

8.  Incurable  Cases  are  not  admitted. 

9.  Each  In-patient  is  required  to  bring  no  less  than  three 
changes  of  linen,  two  large  towels,  and  a  good  supply  of  small 
ones,  comb  and  brush,  sponge,  soap,  and  slippers  for  her  own 
use,  and  to  provide  for  her  own  washing. 

10.  Friends  of  Patients  are  allowed  to  visit  them  on 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  from  2  to  4  p.m.  ;  but  two 
visitors  only  can  be  admitted  to  each  Patient  on  either  day. 

11.  It  is  particularly  requested  that  no  drink  or  provisions 
of  any  kind  be  brought  into  the  Hospital  by  any  Patients  or 
Friends  without  the  permission  of  the  Matron.  Any  breach 
of  this  rule  may  lead  to  the  dismissal  of  the  Patient. 

12.  Each  Patient  is  expected  to  conform  to  the  Rules  of 
the  Hospital.  Any  improper  language  or  conduct  will 
subject  the  Patient  to  dismissal  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Matron. 

Any  person  requiring  admission  as  an  In-patient  must 
apply  to  the  Matron,  at  the  Hospital,  Friar  Gate,  Derby. 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  OUT-PATIENTS.

2s.  a  week  for  Medicine.
